It didn’t seem promising 
enough. however, to upset Tim Tam, 
which already had won the Kentuc..y 
Derby and Preakness Stakes. 

The Belmont, in retrospect, was between 
*Cavan and the Calumet Farm colt. They 
ran together, about 8 lengths off the pace, 
threw down their challenges on the turn, 
went ahead on the sweep into the stretch 
and outdistanced all others. But Tim Tam 
broke down, and *Cavan went on to win 
the Belmont by 6 lengths.

About Milo and Angel

Felix de Hoyos runs a grocery store 
at Fort Hancock, Hudspeth County, on 
the Rio Grande. He was telling us about 
some young burro riders he used to 
watch some 14 or 15 years ago. The top 
burro riders were tiny yet tough brothers 
named Ismael and Angel Valenzuela. 
“Every time I saw those kids they were 
on burros and to me,” recounted Sr. De 
Hoyos, “it seemed as if they lived on 
those burros.” 

Angel is now 25 and one of California’s 
top jockeys. while Ismael (Milo) Valen- 
mela is now 23 and, principally because 
of his recent victories on the broad back 
of Calumet’s celebrated Tim Tam, is one 
of the world’s most famous riders. 

“T think Angel is just as good as Milo, 
but Angel hasn’t yet received his big 
break,” added the old gentleman. 

Ismael, as most everyone knows now, 
was born in MeNary, Texas, which is 
about 5 miles southeast down highway 80 
from Fort Hancock. He was the second 
son and the third of 22 children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Valenzuela Sr. 

The family lived mostly in Porvenir, 
State of Chihuahua, in Old Mexico, and 
that is where de Hoyos used to watch 
the future top jockeys riding the burros 
in rumble-seat fashion. Angel Sr. died 
2 years ago at Porvenir. He was about 
Angel’s size, and a very good rider and 
horseman, but a man with 22 children 
doesn’t have much time to ride horses. 
The widow, about 4 feet 9 inches, gathered 
her brood together after the father’s pass- 
ing and moved to Colorado. Ismael never 
went to school in Texas, graduating from 
burros to Thoroughbreds and some Quar- 
ter Horses when he was about 10 years 
old and scaled 50 pounds in riding tack. 

“The only member of the family now 
left in the Fort Hancock, Porvenir, Me- 
Nary sector, is the former Manuela Valen- 
zuela, who is a really pretty 4-foot-10- 
inch young lady, married and now living 
in Porvenir” said de Hoyos. “The next 
time I am across the river, and have time, 
I shall see if any of Manuela’s sons are 
good burro riders.” 


Prestige-Hunting 


Bill Corum, president of Churchill 
Downs, said the track’s board of directors 
was studying a change in the closing date 
for the Kentucky Derby to encourage par- 
ticipation by European horses. 

Corum told the Louisville Courier- 
Journal that the proposal would delay the 
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closing until March 15 for all horses ex- 
cept those in North America. The closing 
date for nominations from the U. S. and 
Canada would remain February 15, he 
said. 

“We are trying to improve and increase 
the Derby in prestige and get some of 
those horses in here.” Corum said. He 
especially would like to invite Queen Eliz- 
abeth to nominate. 


Quotes 
Trainer Robert L. Wheeler on Old 
Pueblo, which had been an_ intended 


starter in the Will Rogers Stakes of May 

“He pulled up a little bad after his 
work Monday morning (May 26), and 
after waiting a while to see what would 
develop. we found that he hasn’t come 
out of it. It’s his ankles, the left one 
mainly. There is no filling, but...we have 
decided to turn him out and not risk a 
chance of breaking him down.” 


Owner Travis M. Kerr on Round Table’s 
assignment of 132 pounds for the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup, July 12: “I’m not being 
a bad sport about the weight, but it simply 
seems to me as being unfair compared 
with the Swaps season. (Kerr sent Bobby 
Brocato against Swaps 5 times at Holly- 
wood Park in 1956, the Ellsworth runner 
never carrying more than 130 pounds.) 
It hurts me to think that Hollywood Park 
has changed its policy when the shoe is 
on the other foot.” 


Amerikareise 


The Cologne racing paper Sport-W elt, 
published by Kurt Stoof, has announced 
the schedule for a trip to the U. S. at the 
time of the Washington, D. C., Interna- 
tional. The party of German horsemen and 
friends will arrive in New York on the 
morning of October 25, fly to Lexington 
the next day, to San Francisco on October 
29, to Los Angeles October 31, thence to 
New Orleans, Miami. and New York. They 
will be in Washington on November 10, 
and will see the International at Laurel 
the next day.

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The Year Tim Tam Was Beaten 


By Pat O'BRIEN 

New York. By the time the Belmont 
Stakes is run most of the early-season 
speculation and the guesswork have been 
resolved by the Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakness. The one thing about the Bel- 
mont is the race itself. Which 3-year-old 
can win at a mile and a half? A simple 
question whose answer is seldom clouded 
by racing luck or anything but the per- 
formance itself. 

Tim Tam showed his ability to handle 
any kind of track by winning the Derby 
on a butterscotch-sundae type of footing. 
He added emphasis with an impressive 
victory in the Preakness. He had only 
to run that mile and a half. and what a 
shame it was that injury did not let him 
prove he could do it. 

Tim Tam came out of the 90th run- 
ning of the Belmont with a broken sesa- 
noid bone in his right fore leg. No one 
knows exactly when the bone snapped, 
and this may leave a cloud over the 
victory of *Cavan. It will be a_ false 
cloud, because *Cavan beat Tim Tam in 
the 1958 Belmont and he had him beaten 
al! the way. 


Injury to Tim Tam should not deprive 
*Cavan of any portion of his greatest 
success. He was running with Tim Tam 
and handling him easily. If something 
gave way in his opponent it was no fault 
of *Cavan’s. June 7, 1958, was his day, 
and it should remain so. With Tim Tam, 
he was getting to the leaders at the quar- 
ter-pole; he went past Tim Tam with a 
rush and continued to run, but Tim Tam 
did not. Tim Tam was not catching 
*Cavan when he started to falter outside 
the eighth-pole. The opinion here is that 
Tim Tam could not have caught *Cavan 
once the Irish colt breezed by him coming 
off the last turn. 

This is a good horse, not an upset win- 
ner which will pass away as did Bounding 
Heme after his victory over Pensive in the 
Belmont of 1944. *Cavan has a strong, 
willing run which will wear down many an 
opponent, 

There was no Silky Sullivan in the 
Belmont. He took his shots in the Derby 
and Preakness, then returned to California 
to lick his wounds. Lincoln Road, the 
pace-setter in the first 2 portions of the 
Triple Crown wasn’t there either. His 
trainer still insisted after the Preakness 
that Lincoln Road could beat Tim Tam. 
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but the horse was not among the 8 starters. 
Noureddin. third in the Derby, didn’t make 
it either, but he had pulled up lame work- 
ing for the race. 


The Newcomer 


Tim Tam was faced by 4 newcomers 
and 3 colts which he had beaten a total 
ef 70 lengths in the Derby and Preakness. 
*Cavan was one of the newcomers and 
wken trainer Tom Barry was asked before 
the race if he thought he had a chance 
against Tim Tam, his simple and_ polite 
reply was, “That, sir, is why we are here.” 
The entire field was faced by a common 
opponent; the mile and a half of the Bel- 
mont. 


The start in front of the stands, before 
a crowd of 44,025, was a line break with 
*Cavan on the outside and Tim Tam next 
to him. These 2 were not hustled, and 
Mrs. Charles Silvers’ Page Seven went out 
on the lead. 

Going into the turn, *Cavan was fifth 
on the outside with Tim Tam seventh, a 
bit to the inside. Approaching the long 
backstretch, jockey Pete Anderson 
dropped *Cavan on the inside, and Tim 
Tam came up on his right. They stayed 
in close company for the entire half-mile 
down the backstretch. 

Approaching the short  sixteenth-pole 
outside the half-mile marker, Ismael 
Valenzuela, on Tim Tam, started his move. 
He did so boldly, but *Cavan went with 
him. The two, side by side, started picking 
up speed and horses. Coming to the 


three-eighths-pole they ran into the body 
ot the field ahead of them — Mrs. Anna 
Cannuli’s Chance it Tony, on the lead,

and followed by a tiring Page Seven, 
George Lewis’ Martins Rullah, and Two 
Brook Farm’s Safferis. 


Tim Tam went around these 4. *Cavan 
went through them. For a stride or so 
Anderson was forced to stand up on 
*Cavan, trying to get inside of Safferis 
aud Page Seven. In that second Tim Tam 
maintained his charge and gained a length 
or. *Cavan. But then Chance it Tony 
and Martins Rullah split apart and 
*Cavan thrust his neck into the gap. 
The length advantage Tim Tam _ had 
gained was lost. *Cavan passed Tim Tam 
before the quarter-pole was reached and 
when the horses straightened out for the 
stretch run *Cavan was along the rail. 
widening on Tim Tam with each stride. 


Where the Widener Course comes into 
Belmont’s main track there are hedges 
placed along the rail, and were there a 
pole planted in the middle of the straight- 
away at that point it would be a three- 
sixteenths-pole. This was where Tim Tam 
first showed signs of distress. Under 
violent right-handed whipping from Val- 
enzuela, Tim Tam suddenly ducked in to- 
ward the rail for a few strides; and then 
the whipping came from the left flank, 
and Tim Tam ran for the remainder of 
the race with his head and body turned 
slightly to the right. 

But Tim Tam wasn’t catching *Cavan 
before that. The son of Mossborough 
skipped along the rail to a 6-length margin 
at the finish. Tim Tam was, however. 
doing enough running to maintain an al- 
most similar margin over the fast-closing 
Flamingo, which finished third. 

While Anderson was trying to pull up 
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As the Belmont Stakes field entered the first turn, Page Seven was in front, with *Cavan sixth on the outside. The favored 
Tim Tam (almost completely hidden behind *Cavan on the rail) was seventh, and Flamingo was last in the 8-horse field. 


a half-mile past the finish Tim Tam came 
to a complete stop at the gap on the turn, 
a quarter-mile past the stands. He was 
lame. He walked off the track, but a 
van took him back to his barn where the 
first of 3 sets of X-rays were immediately 
ordered. 


Down Victory Lane 


*Cavan galloped back to the stands to 
the most enthusiastic applause heard in 
blase New York for a long while. With 
ewner O’Connell on one side and trainer 
Barry on the other the horse, decked with 
a blanket of white carnations, walked 
down Victory Lane for the presentation 
by Gov. Averill Harriman. If the band 
played Wearing of the Green the din of 
the crowd drowned it out. 

The crowd continued to be excited 
about *Cavan’s victory a half-hour later 
when Anderson came out to ride in the 
day’s last race, cheering the little bow- 
legged jockey whose first trip around the 
mile and a half Belmont track had been 
almost as disheartening as his last was 
heroic. Just breaking in 10 years ago, 
4-foot-8-inch Anderson had been taken 
for 3 complete turns of the track by a 
strong-minded Thoroughbred with Ander- 
sen completely helpless to do anything 
about it. The ensuing 10 years have made 
quite a change, and as long as the little 
fellow continues to eat garlic and eggs 
to keep his weight down he will remain 
one of the better riders in the country. 

But while some of the crowd had re- 
mained in the stands many had departed. 
There was a big crowd around Tim Tam 
as he grazed in the paddock next to Barn 
41. The colt seemed to give way whenever 
his weight settled on his right fore leg. 
There were only 8 persons looking over 
the green fence enclosing the outdoor 
walking ring near Barn 8-A as *Cavan 
made the last few turns of the cooling- 
out process. 

One of the 8 was trainer Bar. 
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‘Isn't 


it a shame some injury always has to take 
something away from a winner?” he said. 
“When Errard King won the Pimlico Fu- 
turity for me, Porterhouse wrenched his 
back. Now Tim Tam.” He looked at 
the big, heavy-necked chestnut. “He 
doesn’t need any excuses behind him.” 

Back at the Calumet barn the X-ray 
team, an hour after the race, had taken 
its first plates. The big bay colt was 
behaving very well, despite the crowd in 
frent of his stall. He could put the foot 
down, but very gingerly, and he left it 
where he put it. 


The X-Rays 


The morning after the Belmont Tim 
Tam could not put weight on his foot, 
and a stack of X-ray negatives in Jimmy 
Jones’ hand showed why. In the plate 
showing the horse’s right ankle there was 
a bright little speck under the bone mass, 
completely removed from the solid por- 
tion. Since the hoof was dimly seen in 
the corner of the picture, this had been 
one of the plates taken from a_ position 
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directly perpendicular to the colt’s body. 

“There it is, bright as can be,” said 
Jimmy sadly. “Too bad it had to happen 
to such a nice colt, but I guess that guy 
who wrote, ‘There’s many a slip twixt 
the cup and the lip,” knew what he was 
talking about. Don’t know what we're 
going to do right away. I'll have to talk 
with Mrs. Markey before we decide any- 
thing, but, no matter what, we'll have to 
wait until the swelling goes down before 
we can do anything even if we want to, 


and that'll be 3 days.” 


Jones was referring to an operation to 
remove the chip and relieve the obvious 
pain which goes with the healing of a 
broken bone. Horses have had chips re- 
moved and have run again, and nature 
has healed them and they have run again 
— but mostly with horses a cut well under 
the quality of Tim Tam. The decision 
will take time, too. 

Since Tim Tam was the “name horse” 
before the Belmont. as well as the shortest- 
priced (3-20) beaten favorite since the 
race was started in 1867, the 1958 edition 
of the mile and a half race probably 
will be referred to in the future as “the 
year Tim Tam got beat.” Owner Joseph 
E. O'Connell, the retired Boston banker, 
who got to the top of the show horse field 
7 years ago and then decided to get to 
the top of the Thoroughbred sport, and 
trainer Tom Barry, whose faith in *Cavan 
never wavered for an instant, will remem- 
ber it as the year *Cavan won. 


THE PEDIGREE

in the first decade of the century, when

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Entering the stretch, *Cavan moved to the front, and Tim Tam (fourth from the right) was in a contending position.

so oppressive as to forbid the smoking of 
cigarettes, traffic with bookmakers, and 
other behavior which might have been 
frowned upon by Cotton Mather or St. 
Simon of Stylites. By the time *Johren 
was foaled he had become a pariah in 
Europe; the British and French stud book 
authorities, taking advantage of the pre- 
vailing sign of purity, had decreed that 
even Thoroughbred pedigrees must be 
pure—pure British, that is. 


No other imported horse won the Bel- 
mont, until 1957, and now, at an interval 
of 40 years, we have 2 successive Irish- 
bred winners of the only American classic 
which approximates the Epsom Derby. 
*Gallant Man’s ancestry fitted him to 
the Belmont Stakes almost as nicely as 
Elizabeth II’s ancestry qualified her for 
the throne of Great Britain. *Cavan has 
numerous sources of puissant chromo-

somes; on his mother’s side, however, he 
comes from a long line of field hands. 


*Cavan apparently got his name from 
the Irish town. He will be credited, 
whether correctly or not, with getting 
most of his class and stamina from his 
sire, Mossborough, whose best previous 
offspring was the Irish Derby and Don- 
caster St. Leger winner Ballymoss. His 
next-best money earner was the 1957 Ebor 
Handicap winner Morecambe, which 
carried only 107 pounds. The excellence of 
Ballymoss and *Cavan gives Mossborough 
distinction beyond that which he earned 
on the race course.

At the top of the 
stretch, he steered Round Table to the 
middle of the track for the drive, passed 
*Seaneen easily, and cut down How Now’s 
length margin rapidly. Just inside the 
furlong-pole Round Table went to the 
front and in another stride he led by a 
neck. In the last sixteenth, the crowd of 
48,943, expecting to see Round Table 
draw out, got another surprise. How Now 
came on again, fighting back courageously, 
gaining inch by inch, but Round Table 
went under the wire a nose in front in 
1:34. 

To this reporter, it looked as though 
Round Table had tired in the last six- 
teenth. Shoemaker had a different version. 
He said that he had relaxed just a bit 
after getting to the front, and that Round 
Table had relaxed, too. “Then when that 
other horse came on again, I had to get 
into him to get the money,” Shoemaker 
added. 

Bill Harmatz, who rode How Now. 
had still another version of what hap- 
pened in the closing yards. “How Now 
didn’t see Round Table until he got by us. 
Then he took off after him again. and I 
think we might have surprised them in 
another jump or two.” 

Trainer Bill Molter said that. consid- 
ering the 132-pound impost and the dis- 
tance (which is a little short for Round 
Table), he thought the Argonaut was his 
cclt’s best race since whipping *Tudor 
Era in the United Nations Handicap last 
fall. 

Terrang was the only casualty. He had 
a strained ligament the next morning. 
which trainer Carl (Slim) Roles blamed 
on the track. It was hard to tell who 
disliked the track most, Roles or Terrang. 

As for Round Table, Kerr said he prob- 
ably would leave Hollywood Park on Sat- 
urday, June 14, by air for Chicago. and 
that his stablemates would follow by train 
the next day. Round Table’s first start 
in Chicago probably will be in the $50.000- 
added Arch Ward Memorial Handicap at a 
mile and three-sixteenths on the grass 
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on June 28. After that, he will be pointed 
for the $75,000-added Warren Wright 
Memorial Handicap at a mile and a fur- 
long on July 12. 

For 17 years, Arlington and Washington 
Parks have maintained a “ceiling” of 132 
peunds in races to one mile, and 130 be- 
yond that. The ceiling held for such 
stars as Armed, Citation, and Swaps, and 
it is not likely to be changed now. 

Early in the fall Round Table will in- 
vade New Jersey. as he did last year, and 
the plan is to race him in New York, 
probably in the Woodward Stakes. 

The Argonaut lifted Round Table’s earn- 
ings to $1,056,264. Citation, with $1,085,- 
760, is within easy reach, while Nashua 
is still tops with $1,288,565.

By *Alibhai out of the good producer 
Farmerette, Bornastar was bought from 
Mrs. Parker Poe’s Shawnee Farm for 
$21,500 at the 1954 Keeneland summer 
sales. “I wasn’t around then, but they 
said they couldn’t get her to the races as 
a 2-year-old.” Sparks said. “Must have 
been something wrong with her.

The Record Through 1957 


In The Blood-Horse of April 26 was an 
article setting forth the results of a study, 
the first of its kind, of the probabilities 
of success in the stud in so far as they 
could be determined from the stallion’s 
performance on the race track. The data 
were given as of the end of 1956. A sim- 
ilar study, with data revised to the end 
of 1957, is summarized in the tabulations 
presented herewith. 

There were 1,129 stallions with progeny 
racing in 1957 and with a total of at 
least 40 year-starters each in North Amer- 
ica. The racing indexes of 1,065 of these, 
94.3 per cent of the total, were available 
for comparison with their lifetime progeny 
indexes. The 64 horses omitted from the 
study included *Shannon II *Royal Gem 
II, *Bernborough, Nearco, and a_ few 
other prominent stallions whose racing 
was done largely in countries where it 
has not yet been possible to obtain the

number of stallions at given levels of 
racing ability, as indicated by earnings, 
and of sire success, as indicated by the 
progeny’s earnings. Of the 10 stallions 
whose get earned more than 3.40 times 
their average expectation per starter, 7 
had racing indexes above 20.00 (that is, 
earned more than 20 times as much as the 
per-starter average of the years in which 
they raced); 1 (*Royal Charger) had a 
racing index between 5.00 and 9.99; 1 
(Beau Max) had a racing index between 
1.00 and 1.99; and 1 (*Alibhai) was un- 
raced. There were 121 stallions with rac- 
ing indexes of 20.00 and upward, of which 
3 had progeny indexes below .60; 10 
others, below .80, etc. 

Table II restates the same data in 
the form of cumulative percentages for 
each column. Reading upward, it will be 
seen that 23 per cent of the sires with 
racing indexes above 20.00 had progeny 
indexes below 1.00, 37 per cent below 1.20, 
43 per cent below 1.40, etc. Among the

The strong relationship between racing 
merit and probable genetic merit is jp. 
dicated by the tabulations. A similar re. 
lationship exists between female runners 
and their offspring, and the sire’s chance 
of success is modified, of course, by the 
mares which become the dams of his foals,
